The Six Rules wherein the whole Syntax is com- 
prehended ſhew the Rationale of Conſtruction, and 
from them I have deduced all the other Common 
Rules; ; fo that if a Child be made to underſtand theſe 
right, bill perhaps be, needleſs to burthen his Mid 
with any other, ſince the Idioms and Elegance of the 
Roman Language are net to be attain'd by Gram- 
mar, but by Obſervation and Reading. 

TI have purpoſely omitted the Logical Definitions and 


Diviſions of the Parts of Speech, the long Scrolls of 


Heteroclites and Defectives, and the various Kinds 
of Adverbs and Conjunctions, with a great many 
ether Uſeleſs Things uſually 8 in Grammars. 
T have alſo ſaid little of the Words borrow'd from Ihe 
Greek, becauſe 7 fetu of theje occur in ſuch Au- 
thers as are to be taught before the Children learn the 
Rudiments of that Language.

HE main Difficulties of Syntax ariſing 

fr m the different Vairations of Nouns and 
Verbs, as to their Gender, Caſe, Number, and Per- 
ſon ; to diſtinguiſh well when theſe ſhould agree 
with each*other in the ſame form of Expreſſion, 
or when one of them governs and determines the 
other to a different manner of Conſtruction, ſeems 
to be the principal Deſign cf this Part of Gram- 
mar ; which is therefore ordinarily divided into 
two Branches call'd Concordantia & Regimen.

Tho' the ſix foregoing Rules, are always 
true, yet the Romans have ſome particular I- 
dioms, whereby they frequently leave out ſome 
Parts in their Diſcourſe, and this is called by 
Gtammarians, the Figure Ellipſis Thus | 

1. The Adjc&ive agreeing with the Subſtan- 
tive is underſtood.

7- Sometimes the Verb or Adjc&ive once 
mentioned, muſt be underſtood differently of 
every Subſtantive 3 as Sociis & Rege recepto; for 
Sociis receptis, & rege recepto.

Tu colis Bar- 
bam, ego Patrem, for ego Colo. 

8. Sometimes the Conſtruction follows the 
Senſe and not the Words. As Samnitium, duo 
Milia cæſi not caſa, becauſe it relates to Homines. 
Turba ruunt. Pars merſi tenuere ratem, becauſe 
Turba & Pars relate to a Plurality. Inter alia 
Prodigia etiam carne pluit, quem imbrem aves ſe- 
runtur rapuiſſe. Where the Relative quem has no 
proper antecedent, but *tis comprehended in Pluit. 
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
